Contestants in the 1951 iNation- 
al Barley Contest need have no 
difficulty in shipping carload lots 
of malting barley in addition to 
whatever quota is in effect at their 
shipping point. 

“Effective immediately” states a 
Wheat Board directive issued Aug. 
13, “a producer.may deliver, out- 
side of the quota currently in ef- 
féct at-his delivery point, one car- 
load of malting -barley, a sample 
of which has been accepted by 
maltsters or shippers and upon 
which a premium is to be paid.

Agriculture Minister David Ure 
said the validity of the legislation 
had been questioned and Atberta 
was “doubtful of its authority to 
enforce”’ it. 


Alberta passed the legislation at 
the request of producer organiza- 
tions last spring as an amendment 
to the Coarse Grains Marketing 
Control Act. The purpose was to 
channel all coarse grain sales, oth- 
er than farm-to-farm transactions, 
through the Canadian Wheat Bd. 


Ure said, “It is argued that flour, 
feed and seed cleaning mills come 
entirely imder Federal control and 
the province has no authority to 
pass legislation which restricts or 
controls. their operations.” 


Ure also said ‘The question of 
whether the. ore has the pow- 
er to pass the Original control act 
is still one that is being consider- 
ed.” He added:that “It is possible 
the court may be asked to deter- 
mine whether this authority rests 
with the provincial or Federal go- 
vernments.”

When full grown 
they are five or six inches Iong and 
weigh a little over a quarter of a 
pound. They have a golden coat with 
dark face ‘markings and a stub tail. 
The skin over the body is extremely 
loose, so the animals can be readily 
lifted by a fold of the skim. They 
have two roomy shoulder pouches 
into which food is crammed when it 
is given*’to them, Later they dis- 
gorge the load in a hidden stockpile. 
A hungry Hamster can stuff half his 
weight in grain into these pouches. 

They are naturally tame and make 
delightful pets for children.
